Perfins and The Post Office Savings Bank

I saw a Post Office Savings Bank "Stamp Deposit Slip for Children and 
others saving pence ". It had strongly worded admonitions which are of 
interest to perfin collectors. "When twelve penny stamps have been 
affixed the form may be taken to any Post Office Savings Bank where it 
will be accepted as a deposit. Ten forms only may be deposited in any 
one calendar month and postmasters are instructed to report specially 
any instance in which the system appears to be used merely for the 
purpose of cashing stamps. No stamp which has been perforated, 
defaced or damaged will be accepted. The affixing of any stamp which 
has, to the knowledge of the user, been used before in payment of any 
postage or revenue duty is a criminal offence. " 
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
